He is, of course, competitively evaluated each year 
with other SD:SM personnel of his grade. 

3. As a result of these discussions with him and a review 

of his entire Agency service as a Medical T echnician a nd service 
while assigned to SIPS, we have advised Mr . | | that it 

is our judgment that he should consider subsequent Agency 
service outside of medical work. This counseling is also based 
on professional aptitude testing by our Psychological Services 
Staff which was arranged for him.
